would not raise ruy voice were it not 
that you and Mr. “ Presbyterian” have 
had it all your own way, and that, I 
believe I shall show, is th e misleading 
way.

First, In regard to your editorial. I 
Is apt to mislead the thoughtless, as 
It has misled Mr. Presbyterian. 
T h a t 
there are a few ministers in til*1 Pres 
hyteriau church who are not friendly 
to the Christian Endeavor isa-faet 
hut th a t the number Is very small 
everyone who cares to inform himself 
kunws. 
Seveu hundred is the highest 
number tile greatly-exagerated news 
paper report gives. 
And of these not 
one name is given. 
Mr. Presbyterian 
follows In the same line, and does not 
give bis name. 
I know you refer to 
the 700 as those who are kept out of 
pulpits by the Christian Endeavor 
Still they are in the main supposed 
to tie 
the, 
objectors. 
< inly 
one 
man 
of 
any 
prominence 
in 
th e 
Presbyterian church has come out in 
an open way against the Christian 
Endeavor. 
I refer to Doctor McKlb- 
bln of Cincinnati, and so much did lie 
tiud himself alone th a t th e m atter 
has long since lost all semblance of 
controversy. 
There Is therefore no 
controversy in tile church today over 
Hie m atter. 
Now Mr. Editor if any­ 
one has anything definite a b o u tth is 
poor, nameless, fatherless newspaper 
report from Baston let us have it. 
If 
it is a cause worthy of any time and 
attention st meoae ought to be willing 
to become a m artyr lf need be. 
Now a word about Mr. Presbyter 
Ian. 
Mr. Editor, you give m a tte r as a 
stray newspaper report and do not. 
pretend to father it. Mr. Presbyterian 
swallows It whole, and 
In perfect 
keeping with such a light dinner lie 
begins to talk of the whole scheme as 
boom and bubble,” so attenuated 
th a t It must soon burst. 
No wonder 
he talks about tile Boston boarding 
houses and begrudges th o u tlie few 
pennies they make, and toe Christian 
Endeavored the good dinners they 
eat and pay for out of their (two 
pockets. 
Any man would who feeds 
greedily on newspaper 
reports 
Furthermore he hasbeen in darkness. 
Day or light “ Is beginning to d aw n .” 
This will excuse perhaps this whole 
mistaken article. Now for a few facts. 
F irst— I t is denied by all Christian 
Endeavor workers (and they give their 
names) th a t it is a scheme to congre­ 
gationalize any church, as says Mr. 
Presbyterian.” Again, it has not 
proved to be 
'In the general working. 
It mav be so rn a few cases, b ut th a t 
is local, not general, and Is not the 
fault of the movement, bu t of the 
local society. 
Ile charges this as the 
motive. 
T h a t Is a serious charge. 
I 
should like Bi see it proven. 
Second—He speaks of th e whole 
m atter as a money making scheme to 
tile 
boarding 
houses, 
news- 
apers and 
railroads. 
I 
am 
sur­ 
prised 
a t 
any 
Presbyterian 
who believes In our General Assembly 
talking so, for the same objection* 
may be urged against our venerable 
body. 
Perhaps this good brother who 
feeds on newspaper reports expects 
everybody else to do the same, which, 
of course, will render boarding houses 
unnecessary. 
A sufficient answer to 
all this is in the fact th a t th e execu­ 
tive comm ittee of the Christian E n­ 
deavor refused toe nattering request 
to change the headquarters to Chi­ 
cago, for which the Christian E n­ 
deavor would receive $5,000each year 
for three years. 
T he answer was th a t they do not In­ 
tend making the headquarters more 
than a mere bureau of information, so 
they did note- 
sider the offer for a 
moment 
In addition to all this, the 
going is perfectly voluntary, J he fare 
is usually one-half the regular rate, 
each one pays his own expenses. 
No 
■ one bas a right to carp about this 
surely. 
T h ird —Hired orators and subsidized 
papers in large numbers can lie conn- 
1 pensated by funds 
collected, 
etc. 
* Now Mr. Presbyterian let us have the 


proof of this. 
I have had much to do 
with 
the 
Christiau 
Endeavor 
in 
larger and smaller 
meetings, 
and 
n e v e rs o fa ra s I know, Is an orator 
paid, or a paper subsidized. 
This lias 
never before 
so far 
as 
I 
know 
been even charged on th e Christian 
Endeavor, 
lf it is true I wish It 
proven. 
Tile fact Is there Is no fund 
from which to pay orators. 
All ser­ 
vice Is gratis. 
F o u rth —“Tile 
Presbyterians 
are 
always a little slow" says one brother, 
th a t is, I may add, those who have 
lieen in the darkness aud on whom 
the “ light is beginning to daw n.” 
In answer to this let me give the 
following: 
First—Tile 
Presbyterians 
were 
among the tirst Bi try tile strictly 
denominational work In the W est­ 
minister league aud It has not proven 
so successful as th e Christian E n­ 
deavored. 
Second 
T he 
presbyteries of our 
church nearly all over th e land have 
given direct sanction B> the Christiau 
Endeavor as a function of our church 
and th e Christian Endeavor has lieen 
unflinchingly loyal B» the denomina 
lion, as shown by Die late action a t 
Boston. 
Third, Nearly all th e boards of th e 
church appeal for collections t hrough 
tile preshyterial comm ittees B» Lh* 
Christian Endeavor for money. 
One 
of the committees in our Steubenville 
presbytery 
is now asking our First 
church 
East Liverpool 
society for 
over $100—I think th e am ount Is $137 
Tliis is true nearly all over the United 
States. 
Is th a t not recognition? 
Be­ 
side this, a very large num ber of pres 
byterles have special com m ittees on 
Christian Endeavor work. 
I know 
the general assembly lias Ruch a com­ 
mittee. 
Fourth, T he Presbyterian 
church 
has 
more societies 
In 
Die Chris­ 
tian Endeavor than any otheiNlenoini- 
nation, I am told. 
T h e num ber of 
Presbyterian societies is HT),>2 and tin 
members of these num ber 
nearly 
600,000. 
A 
large num ber of the 
speakers at every Christian Endeavor 
rally are Presbyterians. 
Does this 
look as though Weare “ always a little 
slow,’’or were in it with a “scheme 
Bi congregationalize” our church? 
lf any one still doubts th a t Die 
Christian Endeavor society is a t peace 
and harmony with Die Presbyterian 
church, let me urge a copy of the late 
action In Bomb in which speaks loudly 
enough Bi satisfy all. 
“ We do hereby give sincere and ex­ 
plicit expression Bi our loyalty Bi the 
beloved communion, within which we 
have our church home. We are firmly 
convinced th a t in so doing we express 
th e sentim ents of th e 8,552 societies 
which we represent, with their m em ­ 
bership of nearly 500,000 young Pres­ 
byterian Christians. 
We gratefully 
noto th a t Die General Assembly of 
I BUT*, convened In Pittsburg, appointed 
a com m ittee to consider Die relations 
of young people’s societies to th e 
church, and as this com m ittee may 
wish information Biuching Christian 
Endeavor work, we hereby authorize 
the chairm an to appoint a com m ittee 
of nine Bi gather facts to subm it to 
the assembly’s com m ittee and to co­ 
operate therew ith as far as may lie de­ 
sired In any service.”

Ted Cox is arranging Bi train on 
the East End track and will he hard 
work when his new racing wheel 
arrives. 
He intends Bi enter a num ber of the 
races a t the meets in th e surrounding 
Biwns arid as he has already shown 
considerable speed it is predicted th a t 
be will make a name for himself 
among the wheelmen. 


East Liverpool is not New York, 
b u tt h e s a m e conditions in this cliv 
will produce the same results as in 
the metropolis. 
T he Medical Journal 
is an authority, aud Its word can be 
taken as honest tru th. 
For th a t rea­ 
son there Is more t han ordinary inter­ 
est in th e following article which 
recently appeared: 
“ L et us tirst consider w h at we know 
about Die dangers of dirt. 
We know, 
tieyond all question, th a t certain dis­ 
ease-producing 
bacteria flourish 
In 
tilth. 
We know, also, th a t a t least 
one species (tile most deadly of all 
wheu 
the absolute 
number of its 
victims are considered,) th e bacillus 
tuberculosis, is carried in th e form of 
dust from the sick to the healthy, and 
th a t it is a frequent constituent of 
street dust. 
These things we know, 
and Doctor I'rudden has shown t h at 
street dust, literally swarming with 
bacteria, is frequently carried high In 
the air. 
We know also Dial city dust 
is in large part composed of 
th e 
excreta of horses and o th er animals, 
aud we are surely not w itho ut reason 
in asserting th a t th e inhalation of 
powdered horse dung and o ther ex­ 
crement, mixed with various 
sui* 
stances which have been more or less 
soaked with horses* urine and th a t of 
otlier anim als and, further, mixed 
witli 
tile dried 
expecBiration 
of 
numerous hu m an tieing* in various 
states of disease or health, together 
with fragments of different kinds of 
offal, 
is disgusting and 
extremely 
likely 
Bi he 
injurious 
Bi health 
Almost equally disgusting is it to 
carry this unspeakable m ixture with 
us into our houses in the form of mud 
upon th e clothing. 
T h e fact Dial in 
h ot weather, when th e windows are 
open, 
th e ll I th 
makes of itself a 
portion of our meals, which, though 
not mentioned In the hill of fare, Is 
served with more or less profusion 
gratis with every portion of food, is 
an additional reason for objecting to 
dirty streets; and our objections be­ 
come stronger when we think how 
iften, at ail seasons of Die year, it 
m ust contam inate the milk supplied 
Bi little children and invalids. 
" I t is not infrequently asserted th a t 
we have no absolute proof Dial, as a 
m atter of fact,disease Is caused bv cli v 
dirt. 
T his is quito true, b u t can any 
sane man deny th a t there are strin g 
reasons Bi believe Dint, disease is pro­ 
duced by 
pathogenic bacteria con­ 
tained in th is dirt? We know th a t the 
bacitios tuberculosis is capable of dis­ 
tribution with dust,and It D q u ltep o s­ 
sible t h a t Die sam e is tru e of a nulli­ 
fier of other disease germs. W hether or 
not pathogenic bacteria are thus dis­ 
tributed, no one can deny th a t such 
dust Is Injurious Bi Die respiraBtry 
irgaris, and it m ust fie remembered 
th a t upon anyone who asserts th a t the 
Introduction of tilth such as this into 
tile lindy is harmless rests th e burden 
of proof of his assertion quiB; as much 
as it would had he stated th a t it was 
harmful.** 
If unclean streets in New York 
create disease and place human life in 
danger, tile sam e is true of Liverpool. 
i f dangerous germs fly afwiut in tile 
dust scooped up by the wind, it Is a 
m atter of surprise th a t th e whole city 
has not long since died from th a t 
cause. 
I t is more th an a plausible 
theory, and Liverpool m ight test the 
effect bv a thorough cleaning.

But the accident bad been witnessed 
by another person, a small liny a t a 
house near Driven-From-llome, who 
breathlessly Informed the people that 
Edward Bobbin had been drowned. A 
float was quickly manned by Jacob 
Kldingcr, 
Albeit 
Peterson, 
Reese 
lh.blan aud Hugh Hughes, aud the 
lindy was recovered without difficulty 
In four feet of water. 
They a t once 
rolled Ii I iii on a barrel, but 
life was 
gone, and DocBir McCarroll was called 
from Wellsville 
As th e man lived in 
Liveriioul township. Squire 
Morley 
was notified, aud soon reached Die 
scene. 
Ile viewed th e body as It lay 
on th e beach, and after giving notice 
Dial the inquest would tie held this 
afternoon came home. 
Bobbin was a Swede, 84 years of 
age, and married 
Ile worked a t the 
rolling mill and drank, although It is 
not shown that, he was under th e in* 
fluence of liquor when he m et death. 
He leaves a wife and three small 
children,in addition to a brother, who 
also works In th e mill. 
T h e body was 
left on the bead! until Squire Manley 
arrived, aud when lie left the friends 
had decided Bi hold a is n t mortem 
examination. 
Bobbin lived near Bi 
where the accident, occurred. 
Tills is the tirst drowning In this 
vicinity so far this season. 
There 
have been several narrow (‘scapes, tint, 
Bobbin was th e first unfo rtun ate Bi 
give up his life.
